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ABSTRACT 

This report describes the dropout rate for the 
Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) School District for the year 1985-86. All 
students eligible to drop out—those iDetween 15 and 21 years old in 
grades 7 through 12 or in Special Education or ungraded 
equivalents—were identified (N=70,025). The number of dropouts— not 
including runaways or those whose whereabouts were unknown — was 3,061 
females and 3,788 males (9.8%); this rate was lower than that in 
1984-85. Tenth graders had the largest number of dropouts (2,545), 
and the lowest percentages of dropouts for all races and sexes 
occurred at grades 7 and 8. A total of 4,305 hlack and 1,162 white 
Students dropped out. There were 32,382 withdrawals (including 
graduates), which was about 16% of the total enrollment. Most 
withdrawals occurred at ages 5 to 6 and 14 to 19 years (in 
kindergarten and grades 1 and 10) . Over 61% of those who withdrew 
were white students leaving public kindergarten and grade 1 for a 
private or parochial school. The total number of graduates in June of 
1985 waa 9,437. Tables and graphs provide data on graduates, 
dropouts, and withdrawals by age, race, and reason for withdrawal. 
Additional reports are to be published annually, and a cohort study 
of grade 9 is currently being conducted. Appendices compare the 
1979-80 report and provide a glossary of terms and a map of 
Philadelphia.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 

^ The dropout rate was 9.8% for the 1985-86 pupil population who could drop out of school (70,025 fifteen to 
twenty-one year old pupils in grades 7-12 and Special Education or Ungraded age equivalents). The total 
nuTflbor of dropouts was 6,849 pupils. 

The total number of withdrawals (including graduates) from the Philadelphia Public Schools in 1985-86 was 
32,382, which accounts for about 16% of the total number of pupils enrolled in the schools that year. 

In 1985-86 there were less than half as many dropouts (6,849) as there were non-dropout withdrawals (16,096). 

° The total number of graduates in 1986 was 9,437. 

° Most withdrawals occurred at ages 5 and 6 and ages 14 to 19. 

° Most withdrawals occurred in kindergarten, Ist grade and in lOth grade. 

° Whites left the Philadelphia public schools to enter Philadelphia parochial or private schools (01 A) more 

frequently than any other racial group. Kindergarten and first grade pupils who l^ft for this reason (4,162) 
account for 61% of all system withdrawals for this reason (6,835). 

° Dropout withdrawal code 03H "Other, not employed, not needed at home" accounted for 91% (6,228) of all 
dropout withdrawals (6,849). 

Of the 570 male- and 65 females who withdrew from school to enter correctional instifutions (OIB) , 451 were 
Black males and 55 were Black females. This was 80% of the total number of withdrawals in this category.

I. INTRODUCTION 

There are two ways to calculate and report a school district's dropout phenomenon. Both methods involve a 
descriptive analysis of all pupils who, for well defined reasons, leave the school district before graduation. 
However they both entirely different in their approach in developing the data and the meaning of the results. 
The approach uSv^J in this report accu/utely describes the dropout rate for the School District for all eligible 
pupils in a given year » Cohort studies desci^ibe the dropout rate for a given grade over a four year period . It 
is important to note that in a large city one cannot do a cohort study without a well maintained pupil computer 
data file nor can one accurately compute either of the methods using the data obtained from the other. 

The first approach, and that which is used in this publication, focuses on the dropouts and corresponding 
dropout rates for the entire school system for a given school year > In this publication, we identify all pupils 
who were ellgibla to drop out (i.e. - were between the ages 15 and 21 and were in one of the grades 7-12 or were 
Special Education or Ungraded a«;e equivalents). These pupils constitute the denominator in our equation, while 
all pupils who actually drop out constitute the numerator. Using this approach, we may say that for the 1985-86 
school year, 9.8% of the School District of Philadelphia pupils who could drop out, did drop out. 

The second method deals with a cohort study of a given class (grade) over a defined period of time (usually 
four years). In this approach, al) linth graders for a given year are identified and their records saved in a 
computer file to study and determine, over a four year period: how many graduated with their class; how many left 
the Ph'^ 'adelphia Public School System to enroll elsewhere; and how many actually droy^ped out. This method more 
accurately describes the "holding power" of a school district's educr ional program(s). It cannot be used as the 
dropout rate of the School District per se. The School District of i uiladelpnxa is currently engaged in a cohort 
study using the 1984-85 ninth grade class as the cohort and will begin t report on this study within the next 
six months. When the ninth grade cohort analysis is complete, it may sh< w a dropout rate of 35 to 40 percent for 
this class. 

Earlier versions of this report were presented for review to parent organizations, advocacy groups, consultants, 
the School District's Pupil Personnel and Counseling Office, and to other School District officials prior to final 
publication. Some of the reviewers were concerned that the School District was including certain pupils as non- 
dropouts, wh^n they should instead be considered dropouts (i.e. - runaways, whereabouts unknown, and pupils assigned 
to office rolls). The School District of Philadelphia's classification of withdrawal coding (i.e. - graduates, 
dropor.ts, and non-dropouts) is based upon the Child Accounting Format vned by the Pennsylvania Department of Education. 
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If the 236 7th-12th grade pupils coded in the runaway (61) and whereabouts unknown (175) categories were 
included in th. 'ropout totals, (not considering the age criteria), the dropout rate would be increased from 
9.8Z to 10. IZ. If, additionally, all 7th-I2th grade office roll withdrawals were included, 311 pupils would be 
added to the total dropouts. Their inclusion would result In a 10. 5Z dropout rate compared to the 9.8% dropout 
rate reported for 1985-86. It is important to remember, however, that for the School District of Philadelphia 
to report its dropout data in accordance with the Pennsylvania Department of Education definitions, these three 
categories cannot be considered as dropouts. Pupils coded as dropouts who later enr'>lled in a G.E.D. program 
remain as dropouts for reporting purposes in this publication. 

The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania reported an 8.1% dropout rate for Philadelphia's Public Schools in 1984-85. 
The School District of Philadelphia reported a dropout rate of 10.4% for that same ytar. The lower dropout rate 
reported by the State can be attributed to the fact that the State used all pupils in grades 7-12 in its denomi- 
nator while the School District used only pupils in grades 7-12 who were old enough to dropout (i.e. - ages 15-21). 

The series of tables contained in this report show the different types of withdrawals that occurred in the 
Philadelphia public schools during the 1985-86 school year. The basic data for all types of withdrawals were 
obtained from the Pupil Directory System (PDS). Graduate data are reported by the schools directly to the PDS 
while dropouts and all other withdrawals are reported to PDS based upon coding determinations given to the chool 
offices by the Home and School Visitors. Enrollment figures used in this report include all pupils who were 
active (on roll) in the Philadelphia public schools during the 1985-86 school year. Within this report, school 
withdrawals are divided into three major categories - graduates, dropouts and other withdrawals (non-dropouts). 

This is the second report of this kind to be published by the School District of Philadelphia. Th<» first 
was published for the 1994-85 school year. Prior to that report, the Inst published report on dropouts was pub- 
lished for the 1979-80 school year. Major differences exist between the two report formats. These differences 
are defined in a chart in the Appendices section of this report. 

The summary of 1986 high school graduates is contained in Section II of this report. Dropouts are displayed 
and analyzed in Section III. Section IV provides the reader with an overview of all types of withdrawals from 
the Philadelphia Public Schools. Graduates and dropouts are shown in relation to the other types of school 
withdrawals . 

Specific definitions of graduates, dropouts and other withdrawals appear in the Glossary located in the 
Appendices. Withdrawals are displayed by reason, race, sex, age, and grade. Various comparisons of the tables 
used in the report are based upon city summaries of the data, viewed in different manners. District and indi- 
vidual school summaries of the data are available for review in the Administrative and Survey research Services 
Office in Room 402 of the School District Administration Building. 
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II GRADUATE TABLE 



All graduates are shown by sex and race on the table displayed below. 

The total number graduating in June 1986 was 9,A37. Graduation numbers by race are fairly consistent 
with the racial breakdown within the School District. In 1985-86 the total enrollment percentages were 
Black - 63.5, White - 24. 8, Hispanic - 8.8, Asian - 2.8, and American Indian - 0.1. Sixty point five 
percent (60. 5Z) of all graduating students -'ere Black; approximately 30% were White; 6Z were Hispanic; 
2.9Z were Asian, and .2Z were American Indiat. . The percentage of Hispanic graduates was almost three 
quarters of their representation in the schools. Asian graduate percentages were slightly higher than 
their enrollment. White graduate percentages were about 5Z greater than their enrollment, while Black 
graduate percentages were 3Z lower than Black enrollment percentages. 

Males constituted 52Z of the enrollment in 1985-86 and females constituted 48% of the enrollment. Grad- 
uation percentages of the sexes were reversed, however, with over 6% more females graduating than males. 
Male graduates, within the races, were greater in numbers than females among Whites, Asians and American 
Indians. Hispanic males and females graduated in similar proportions to each other; while Black females 
graduated in numbers equal to 4.4% greater than Black males.

Dropout withdrawals (ages 15 through 21) are displayed on Table 2. The data are analyzed by race, sex and 
grade as a percentage of grade enrollment. Grade enrollment on this table Is equal to the total number of 
pupils In the particular grades who were ages 15 through 21. All of the dropout table enrollments Include 
only those pupils who could have dropped out (I.e. 7th - 12th grades. Ungraded (UG) or Special Education 
and, 15 through 21 years of age) In each grade. 

The total number of 1985-86 dropouts was 6,849 pupils. By comparing the dropouts to the pupil population 
who are within the grade and age appropriate enrollment, the dropout rates of these grades can be seen 
Individually and collectively (I.e.- how many of the 7th grade class who could drop out, actually dropped 
out, etc.). Viewing the dropouts In this manner produces a dropout rate of 9.8%. 

The American Indian/Alaskan percentage of dropouts was 6.7%, (6 dropouts out of 90 pupils). Because they 
are so few, the reader Is cautioned to une care when analyzing these data. 

Within grade, tenth graders had the largest number of dropouts (2,545), producing a dropout rate of 12.5%. 
Eleventh graders were second In dropout frequency with 1,685 dropouts (11.7%). Third in dropout frequency 
were twelfth graders with 1,216 dropouts. Their dropout rate was 10.3%. All of these dropout rates are 
lower than those from the 1984-85 school year. 

Within race, tenth grade Hispanic pupils had an 18.0% dropout rate with 19.8% of the Hispanic males (195) 
and 16.1% of the Hispanic females (140) dropping out in 10th grade. The total number of 10th grade 
Hispanic dropouts was 335. Overall the Hispanic dropout rate was 12.8%. 

The next highest dropout rate within the 10th grade dropouts was among Blacks with 1,637 dropouts and a 
12.6% dropout rate. Black males (860) and females (777) in tenth grade both dropped out in similar 
proportions. Tenth grade Whites dropped out with the next highest percent (10.8%) with 530 dropouts. 

The second highest number (1,685) of dropouts within grade occurred in the 11th grade (11.7%). Proportions 
of 11th grade dropouts by race were lower than the 10th grade dropouts, but the greatest numbers and 
percentages of dropouts still occurred among Hlspanlcs (161 - 16.3%), Blacks (1,063 - 11.7%), and Whites 
(408 - 10.5%). 

The lowest percentages of dropouts for all races and sexes occurred in 7th (2.2%) and 8th (2.7%) grades. 
Over three-fifths of the 6,849 dropouts wer^^ Black (4,305); about one-fourth of all 1985-86 dropouts were 
White (1,662).

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Dropout withdrawals are displayed by age and grade on Table 3. 

The ages of pupils In some of the grades displayed on this table may seem Inappropriate to the reader 
(1,6, - 20 and 21 year old 9th graders, etc.). The data have been researched, however, and are valid. 
In most Instances, these are Asian pupils, new to the country, who were admitted In the system at a 
later age than the average pupil In the same grade. 

The fewest number of dropouts occurred among 15 year olds (27) and among seventh graders (22). 

The data Indicate that 17 year old tenth graders dropped out most frequently (1,687). They accounted for 
about one quarter of all dropouts In 1985-86. They represent 66% of all tenth grade dropouts and 47% of 
all 17 year old dropouts. Tenth graders equaled 37% of all dropouts, while 17 year old dropouts were equal 
to 53% of the total drooout population. Seventeen year olds dropped out most often even among the Ungraded 
i.91) and Special Education (42) dropout populations, equaling 53% and 34% of these dropout populations, 
respectively. One explanation for why so many dropouts occur at age 17 Is that the compulsory school age 
law requires children to attend school until the age of seventeen. 

Eighteen year olds were next In dropout frequency with 1,791 (26%) reported as having dropped out. Within 
g^ade, 11th graders and 12th graders dropped out next most frequently. There were 1,685 eleventh grade 
dropouts which Is equal to 25% of all dropouts. Of the 1985-86 12th grade class, 1,216 dropped out. This 
was equal to 18% of the total number that dropped out of school that year.

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Dropout vlthdravals are pictured by race and sex on '»'a' le A and are compared as a percentage of enrollment. 
The enrollnent used consists of all pupils actively er rolled during 1985-86 In grades 7-12 who are 15 
through 21 years old. Thl'^ produces an overall dropout rate of 9,8 percent. 

The enrollment percentages of the races for 1985-86 (Blacks - 63Z, Whites - 26Z, Hlspanlcs - 8Z, Asians - 3Z, 
and American Indians - AX) were similar to the dropout rates by racial groups In that year. 

The total number of female dropouts was 3,061, producing a female dropout rate of 9.2Z, slightly less than 
the total dropout rate. The Hispanic female dropout rate was 11. 8Z, over two and a half percent reater 
than the overall female dropout rate. 

The overall dropout rate fox males was 10. 3Z. A total of 3,788 males dropped out of the schools In 1985-86 
The Hispanic male dropout rate was 3Z greater than the overall male dropout rate. 

The total Hispanic dropout rate for 1985-86 was 3% greater than the 9.8Z overall dropout rate for all races, 
as was the American Indian dropout rate. Tl^e Asian dropout rate was 3Z lower than the 9.8Z dropout rate, 
while White and Black dropout rates were about the same as the overall dropout rate. 
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On Table 5, the 6,849 1985-86 dropouts ece displayed within grade by reason. 

The data show that the reason most often cited for school dropout withdrawals was code 03H "Other - not 
employed, not needed at home" which is lifted under the "Over Compulsory School Age" category. A total of 
6,228 pupils left school for that reason. This was 91% of all of the dropouts that occurred. Figure 1, on 
page 12, graphically displays the relationship of Code 03H dropouts to all other types of school dropouts. 

Even when viewed individually by grade, code 03H is the one most frequently used. Ninety-one percent of 
all 10th graders dropped out for this reasor, as did 94Z of the 11th grade dropouts, 96% of all 12th 
grade dropouts, 85% of all Ungraded (UG) dropouts, and 85% of all Special Education dropouts. 

The second highest number of dropouts within reason was code 03E, "Probable Employment". There were 172 
dropouts for this reason; only 2.5% of the total r^uiiuer of dropouts. 

Within grade, 10th graders accounted for 37% of all dropouts with 2,545 of the total 6,849 dropouts. 
Eleventh and twelfth graders accounted for 27% and 18% of all dropouts, respectively. A total of 5,446 
10th, 11th, and 12th graders dropped out of school, comprising 79.5% of all of the dropouts in 1985-86. 

According to the data, only six girls were dropouts due to pregnancy. In view of tht known incidence 
of pregnancy among teenage girls, gathered by the Philadelphia Publ:.c Health Department and the School 
District's Comprehensive Services for School Age Parents Program and by the Philadelphia Inquirer , this 
number would seem Inappropriately low. It is likely that some of the pregnant teenage girls dropped out 
of school under other dropout categories. (See footnote for Withdrawal Table 4, page 23).

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Dropouts are displayed by age as a percentage of enrollment on Table 6. Enrollment used on this table, as 
on Table A, is the total number of pupils ages 15 through 21 who are In grades 7-12, UG, or Special 
Education equivalent. 

About fifty-three percent (3,606) of all those who dropped out were 17 years old. This equaled 18. 5Z of 
all seventeen year olds who could have dropped out of school. Twenty-six percent of the 1985-86 dropouts 
(1,791) were eighteen years old. That was equal to 17Z of the enrollment for that age group. Approximately 
twenty-five percent of all nineteen year olds dropped out, while 24Z of all 20 year olds and 32Z of all 21 
year olds dropped out of school. Nineteen year old dropouts accounted for nearly 121 of all dropouts; 
twenty year olds accounted for only about 3Z of all dropouts. 

It Is important to note that fifteen and sixteen year olds can only drop out In certain cases. Fifteen 
year olds can drop out only under codes Marriage under 17 years (05A) , Own Home, Not Married (05B) , and 
Outside Home (05C) . Sixteen year olds can drop out for (05A) , (05B) , and (05C) . but also can drop out for 
Enrolled In Job Corps (OlE) , and Verified Employment (OAA) .

Table 1 shows all of the Philadelphia Public School withdrawals that occurred during the 1985-86 school 
year by race and sex. All pupils leaving the School District are assigned withdrawal codes. The with- 
drawals are displayed In total and are broken out In categories of non-dropout withdrawals > dropout with- 
drawals and graduation withdrawals. Non-dropout withdrawals are school withdrawals that have withdrawal 
codes that are not Identified as dropouts or graduates. They may occur In any grade and at any age. 
(See Glossary In Appendices for other definitions). 

The total number of withdrawals from the Philadelphia Public Schools In 1985-86 was 32,382 pupils. This 
number repiesents 15. 6Z of the total enrollment that year. (The total enrollment figure of 206,552 pupils 
Includes all pupils who were active on roll during the 1985-86 school year.) There were over twice as 
many non-dropout withdrawals (16,096) as there were dropout withdrawals (6,849). Although ma.es outnumber 
females In the system, more females graduated In 1986 than did males. Males accounted for more of the 
non-dropout and dropout categories than did females. 

Figure 2 on page 16 shows the relationship of the three withdrawal sub-catagorlcs (graduates, dropouts and 
non-dropouts) by number and percent. Figure 3 on page 17 displays the racial breakdowns within each of the 
three withdrawal sub-categories of graduates, dropouts and non-dropouts. 

Of the total Black withdrawals, 37.4% were for non-dropout reasons, 26.9% were dropouts and 35.7% were grad- 
uates. Non-dropout White pupils accounted for 63% of all White withdrawals. White dropouts constituted 13.5% 
of all White withdrawals and 23% of all White withdrawals were due to graduation. Fifty-eight point four 
percent (58.4%) or 1,828 of all Hispanic withdrawals were non-dropout withdrawals, 23.4% of the total Hispanic 
withdrawals were dropouts, while 18% of all Hispanic withdrawals were graduates. Of all Asian withdrawals, 
53.8% were non-dropouts, 15.9% of them were dropouts, and 30% were graduates. American Indian/Alaskan dropouts 
were 9.5% of their total withdrawals, 60.3% were non-dropout withdrawals and 30% graduated. (Because the total 
enrollment (252) and withdrawals (63) of American Indians are so small, care must be used In the Interpretation 
of the data.) 

Within the total withdrawals category (which Includes graduates), 16,006 Blacks withdrew from the system. 
This number represents 12.4% of all Blacks In the schools during 1985-86. Twelve thousand, two hundred and 
eighty-three (12,283) or 22.9% of all Whites wlthH- aw, while Hispanlcs accounted for 3,131 of all withdrawals 
or 17.1% of all Hispanlcs. Fifteen point eight percent (15.8%) of all Asian pupils (899) withdrew from schools 
In 1985-86. Of the 252 American Indians enrolled In the schools, 63 of them, ^r 25%, withdrew from the Phila- 
delphia School System. (See Figure 4, page 18.) 

All male and female total withdrawal numbers and percentages were similar except In the case of American 
Indians. Twenty-two point seven percent (22.7%) of all American Indian females withdrew, while 26% of all 
American Indian males withdrew from the Philadelphia Schools.

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withdrawals of all types are displayed on Table 2 by reason, race^ and grade. Among the non-dropout 
withdrawals category, only graduates, pupils moving from Philadelphia, and those withdrawals occurring 
when pupils transfer to Philadelphia private or parochial schools are separated. It should be noted that 
pupils enrolled In General Education Development (GED) Preparation are beyond compulsory school age and 
must drop out of school before entering the GED program. They cannot be Identified by the School District 
attendance accounting department and are, therefore. Included In this report as dropouts and not as pupils 
who withdrew from the school system to enroll elsewhere. The other types of non-dropout withdrawals are 
combined under the heading of "All Other Withdrawals". The non-dropout withdrawals that occurred In these 
categories are displayed separately on Tables 4, 5, and 6, 

Whites left the Philadelphia public schools to enter Philadelphia parochial or private schools more frequent- 
ly than any other racial group. Over three times as many Whites (4,877) than Blacks (1,591) withdrew from 
Philadelphia public schools to enter private or parochial schools. The vast majority of White pupils 
leaving to enter parochial or private schools occurred during kindergarten and first grade. (Parochial and 
private schools do not have kindergartens.) Of the 2,020 kindergarten pupils leaving for this reason, 1,803 
(89Z) were White; 1,796 (84Z) of the 2,142 first graders leaving for this reason were White. This accounts 
for over two-thirds of the total number of White pupils leaving for this reason. It Is Important to note 
that the bulk of the 2,142 pupils shown as leaving the first grade to enter private or parochial school (OlA) 
actually left at the end of kindergarten. Since the parents did not advise their chlldrens' schools that 
their children were not returning In September, the pupils' records Identified them as first graders and 
they were, therefore, dropped In September as first graders. 

Between the second and the eighth grades. Blacks left the Philadelphia schools more frequently than Whites 
did to enter Philadelphia private or parochial schools, but Whites left the Philadelphia schools again 
more frequently than any other group from ninth through twelfth grades. 

Surprisingly, more Blacks (3,101 - 44%) withdrew from the schools because they moved from Philadelphia than 
any other racial group. Whites (2,321 - 33%) withdrew second most frequently within this category, with 
Hlspanlcs (1,282 - 18%) leaving third most frequently. 

Over one-half (1,302) of the 2,184 remaining non-dropout withdrawals were Blacks. arly a third (9,437) 
of all withdrawals were due to graduation, while less than one-fourth (6,849) of aij. withdrawals were 
dropouts. (See Figure 2, page 16.) All of these categories are discussed In greater detail In earlier 
sections In this report. 

Approximately three-fifths (18,999) of all withdrawals occurred In the 9th through 12th grades. Ten 
thousand and seven (10,007), or one-third of the total 1985-86 withdrawals, were twelfth graders. Nine 
thousand four hundred and thirty-seven (9,437) of them were graduates. 
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Table 3 pictures the 1985-86 withdrawals by reason, race, and age. 



Most of the withdrawals occurred at ages 5 to 7, and again, at ages 14 to 19 years. This is consistent 
with the data reported on Withdrawal Table 2 which indicated that most of the withdrawals occurred in 
kindergarten and first grade, and in the ninth through rhe twelfth grades. 

White five and six year olds left the Philadelphia public schools most frequently to go to private or 
parochial schools in Philadelphia. 

There is a substantial Increase in the total number of pupils leaving the schools between ages sixteen and 
and seventeen. This Is largely due to graduation and dropout withdrawals. Compulsory school age ends at 
seventeen and many pupils choose to leave school at this time. Parental consent is still needed, however, 
and the parent must be notified in writing and have ten days to respond prior to the dropout process being 
completed. 
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In Table A all withdrawals are again shown by reason and grade. On this table, however all reasons are 
shown individually within the three major withdrawal categories of non-dropouts, dropouts, and graduates. 

There is a large increase in withdrawals between the 8th and 9th grades under the three "Enrolled Elsewhere" 
categories (OlA, OIB, OlD). These are verified transfers of pupils to other educational institutions. Over 
twice as many pupils left in each of the three categories in the ninth grade than in the eighth grade. The 
number of pupils withdrawing for these reasons steadily decreases from 10th grade through 12th grade. 

Within the dropout category, the largest number of dropouts (h,228) appears within the "Other (03H)" 
category. This is a catch-all category that makes it difficult to determine the actual reasons for pupil 
withdrawals. Most of those dropouts occurred in 10th grade (2,331), with 11th grade (1,591) and 12th grade 
(1,172) dropouts contributing significantly to the total number of dropouts in that category. Those three 
grades accounted for almost eight out of ten of all of the dropouts that are shown in Category 03H. 

Only six (6) females withdrew using the two pregnancy codes "With a doctor's certificate (03G)" or "Wltl;o"t 
a doctor's certificate (lOA)". Because the current pregnancy rate among teenage females is extremely high , 
it can be speculated that many more pregnant females may have left the system under other withdrawal categories 
(possibly 03H), may have decided to return to school following the birth of their children, or may never have 
dropped out because of their participation in the School District's Comprehensive Services 'or School Age 



Parents Program. 



^ The State School Code stipulates that pregnancy alone Is not a justifiable reason for schools to drop girls from school rolls. Several 
Indicators, however, suggest a substantially higher number of teenage girls are dropping out of school for pregnancy and/or child care 
reasons than are being reported under the two pregnancy dropout codes. The Philadelphia Department of Health Vital Statistics Report, 1983 
stated that 4,652 blrtha were reported among 15-19 year old females and 161 births were reported among girls under the age of 15. During the 
1985-86 school year, 823 referrals were made for attendance In the School District's Comprehensive Services for School Age Pare-,ts; three 
hundred and fifty-five (355) pregnant students were enrolled In the classes provided. One hundred and fifty-four (15M females between 17 
and 21 -ears of age tested for entry into the School District's General Education Development (GED) c.jsses and an average of 113 17-19 year 
old femlles were enrolled in the GED classes during 1965-86. Approximately 98% of these girls were already parents and the other 2% were 
pregnant. Many of these girls had not attended school for one to two years. A 1985 study was conducted by the Alan Guttmacher Institute 
in New York City and was published in Family Plannir.g Perspectives . Vol-ame 17, Number 2, March/April 1985. Ihe study, called 'Teenage 
Pregnancy in Developed Countries: Detriments and Volley Implications", stated that teenage pregnancy and parenthood are the major causes 
for mo.t females dropping out of high school in the United States. The report further states that this is recognized as a major problem 
for the schools. Using the-- same sources, Margaret 0. Kirk reported the following in an ar. article called "Teen Mothers, Young and 
Preg-^nf in The Philadelphia Inquirer Sunday Magazine Section on March 15, 19R7; "...nearly half of all teenage mothers are 17 or younger. 
In Philadelphia, there are about 100,000 teenage females, and in 1985, more than 10,000 of them got pregnant. About one in nine. Half had 
abortions or miscarried; nearly 5,000 gave birth. About 7,070 of those were 17 or nger .... in 1985, for the first "'"'^l" "'"^^ y""' 
statistics Showed an Increase in teen births in all categories, from age 12 to age 19 In 1985, 19% of all women who gave birth in Ph ladelphla 
were teenagers. Now, Philadelphia's birthrate is 40% higher than the rest of th nation's for girls 17 and younger, 30% higher overall. 
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Table 5 provides another overview of all withdrawals by reason, race and sex. As In Table 4, all withdrawal 
reasons are displayed separately. 

Over three-fifths of all graduating students were Black in 1985-86, while White pupils accounted for nearly 
one-third of the total graduates. 

Blacks (3,944) accounted for approximately seven out of ten of the pupils in the 03H category, with Whites 
(1,449) and Hlspanlcs (693) next highest in numbers in that category. 

Forty-nine percent of all 1985-86 withdrawals were Black, jB% were White, lOZ were Hispanic, 3Z were Asian 
and .21 were American Indian. More females (48) were coded as runawayi; (02C) tiian males (22), Among the 79 
pupils coded as being deceased (06A), 61% of them (48) were Hacks and 70Z were males (55). 

Of the 570 male pupils who withdrew under code GIB to enter correctional institutions, 451 were Black males. 
Fifty-five of the 65 females withdrawing for this reason were Plack. Together they represent 80Z of the 
total 635. Black males equal "01 of the male population in this category and Black females equal 85Z of nil 
females in this category. 2The percentages In this category ''ar exceed the 63. 5Z Black enrr llment within the 
School District in 1985-86 . The pupils who withdrew from school to enter the correctional institutions 
continue their educations while incarcerated and ar^, therefore, non-dropout withdrawals from the Public 
School System. 



It should be noted that theae withdrawals (OIB) occur as a direct result of the Juvenile criminal Justice system and do not represent an 
area over which the School District can exercise any control. 
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All withdrawals are displayed by reason and age in Table 6. 

Of the 6,228 pupils who left the system under category 03H (Other), 3,392 were 17 years old and 1,724 were 
18 years old. Seventeen year olds represent 54Z of the total number in this category, while 18 year olds 
accounted for 28% of the total. Together they represent 82% of the total number of pupils who withdrew for 
ti.is reason. 

Seventeen year olds (8,179) equaled 25Z of all withdrawals and eighteen year olds (5,966) equaled 18Z of all 
withdrawals. Together, seventeen and eighteen year olds accounted for 44% (14,145) of all withdrawals from 
the public school system in 1985-86. Although this may, at first glance, seem unusually high, it is important 
to note that of the total number of seventeen and eighteen year old withdrawals, 57% of them were graduates. 
Seventeen year old graduates were 49% of all 17 year old withdrawals; and 18 year old graduates were 67% of all 
18 year old withdrawals. 

In relation to the total number of withdrawals (32,382) occurring in 1985-86, 12.5% were seventeen year old 
graduates and 12% were 18 year old graduates. A quarter (25%) of all withdrawals were 17 and 18 year old 
graduates. 

About 18% of all withdrawals were five and six year olds (5,799). This is consistent with the findings on 
previous tables. 

The majority of all other pupils leaving the system, left to enroll elsewhere or because they moved from 
the District.

The data on this table confirm observations 
made from previous tables. 



Seventeen and eighteen year old students left the system in the greatest numbers (14,145) in 1985-86. A 
large number (3,959) of 14-16 year olds also left the system i»i this school year, as did five thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-nine (5,799) five and six ^'»ar olds. 

Within grade, 5,843 kindergarten and first graders lef*" the Philadelphia schools. In the high schools 
(grades 9-12) 18,999 pupils left, but 9,437 (50%) of them were graduating seniors, leaving a total of 
9,562 pupils who withdrew from school for other reasons. Full-time Special Education students accounted 
for 981 (3Z) of th i total withdrawals in 1985-86. (See Figure 5, page 31.) 

Age computations for pupils are as of the date of dropout, graduation, oi withdrawal. Although some 
pupils may be in '»rades which are inappropriate for their af:cs, these pupils are newly arrived in the 
United States and are placed at the grade level most appropriate for them.

Because the data bases used for the current reports (beginning in 1984-85) and the previous dropout reports are 
different, the reader is cautioned not to compare the dropout rate in this report to those of the previous years 
(prior to 1979-80) •

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GLOSSARY OF TERMS 



ENROLLMENT 

A. Withdrawal Tables 1 thru 7 - Enrollment Includes any pupil actively enrolled In the Philadelphia 
Public Schools during the l^?84-85 school year. Modifications of this definition occur within 
the Dropout Withdrawal Tables. 

B. Dropout Withdrawal Tables 2 thru 6 - Enrollment used for these tables Includes all 7th - 12th 
graders, UG or Special Education equivalent pupils who were active on roll during the 198A-85 
school year and were 15 through 21 y^ars old. 

WITHDRAWAL - Leaving school for any of the specified withdrawal codes. Includes graduate, dropout, 
and non-dropout categories. 

A. Dropout - For the purposes of this report, dropouts are defined as pupils leaving Philadelphia 
public schools before graduation without transferring to another school. Dropouts can only occur 
among pupils In grades 7 - 12 or UG or Special Education equivalent pupils who are 15 through 21 
years old. The designated school dropout codes are listed and described In the "Withdrawal Codes" 
section of this Glossary. 

B. Graduate - Leavlrg school following successful completion of the high school curriculum require- 
ments. This category only Includes Code OOG. 

C. Non-dropout Withdrawal - Leaving school for all coded reasons other than graduate and dropout 
withdrawal codas. Non-dropout withdrawals can occur at any age ard In any grade. Codes Included 

in this category are listed In the "Withdrawal Codes" section of this Glossary. Code 03H Is defined 
as "Other: Not eraployed, not needed at home". The pupil Is over the compulsory school age, wishes 
to leave school and Is legally able to do so. No specific reason for dropping out of school Is 
needed to drop out after a pupil Is beyond compulsory school age. 

DROPOUT AGE CRITERIA 

Although the dropout age criteria Is ages 15 through 21, fifteen and sixteen year olds can only drop out 
In certain cases. Fifteen year olds can drop out only under these codes: Marriage under 17 years (05A) ; Own 
Home, Not Married (05B) ; and Outside Home (05C) . Sixteen year olds can drop out for (05A) , (05B) , and (05C), 
but also can drop out for: Enrolled In Job Corps (OlE) ; and Verified Employment (04A) .

^ Pregnant With Doctor Certificate (lOA) - Rarely used anymore because girls under 17 years old arc not dismissed from school for pregnancy. 
Doctor^s certification is required to indicate that the pupil must be nxcnsed from school to avoid complications to the pregnancy.

Effective July 1, I98O the School District of 
Philadelphia redefined the boundaries of its 
administrative sub-districts.
